A decialoo of tbe Supreme Court de¬ 
claring unconstitutional the 4500 tax ex- 
eiupllou allowed by law lo firemen, 
sailors, soldiers mwi »<>ldler'e widow*, 
has created a great stir among the large 
class of people who have enjoyed the 
benefit of this exemption for years. It 
is understood that tne above classes of 
exemptions represent about >40,000 oo 
the tax duplicate of tela town. Tbs 
question of tbs constitutionality of 
ibeee exemptions came up lo the oaae 
of Edward Tippet against tbe borough 
of Rockaway, and the oourt rsodered a 
deolalou which in effect declares ths ex¬ 
emptions to be unoooeUtutlooai. 

Tbe osee before the oourt Involved an 
exemption allowed to a fireman of Rock- 
away Borough, and the decision extends 
to other exemptions, thus solving a 
long disputed question, that ths Legta- 
ture had no right to exempt individuals, 
and that tbeie was but oae oIsas to be 
exempted within tee law, namely, real 
estate. 

Whether or not the Court's decision 
comes In time to materially effect tee 
taxes levied for the current year la a 
question upon wblcb Tax Collector Foe- 
ter may have to consult tee Town At¬ 
torney. In same Instances Tax Col¬ 
lectors are seeking legal advice as to 
their duty In tbe matter. In Belleville 
on Wednesday Tax Collector Osborue 
declined to receipt Stax bill Invoivlug 
an exemption. A property-owner entitled 
to tbe exemption under the statute 
offered to pay bis taxes, leas tbe exemp¬ 
tion, and the Collector advised him that 
be would prefer to await the daclaiou of 
the oommlttee before acting In tbe 
matter. The exemptions In that town¬ 
ship ara about 41,200 annually. 

It la very likely that tee matter will 
be brought to the attention of tee Town 
Council Monday night. The State Fire¬ 
men’s Association will undoubtedly take 
this matter up oo behalf of tbe exempt 
firemen throughout the State, and tbe 
soldier organisations will also be beard 
from, and do doubt great pressure will 
be brought to bear upon the Legislature 
to frame and eoact a constitutional 
measure legalising tee exemptions.
